Railroad officials today believed they 
would

They pointed to the attitude 
of the adm inistration, whit h recom ­ 
mended to the unem ploym ent confer­ 
ence a cut in railroad wages and a 
reduction in freight rates. 
Knowledge of the proposed cut has 
reached the heads of the big railroad 
unions, who have been m eeting here 
all week. They refused to discuss the 
question today, but stood by their for­ 
mer statem ent that there will be a 
strike if wFages w ere cu t in addition 
to the $400,000,000 cut, which w ent in­ 
to effect July I.
